Alberta’s education minister says he’s 
considering dissolving the Edmonton 
Catholic School Board because of its 
recent dysfunction. 

“Moving down that road is certainly 
one of the options I have available 
to me, and I have been reflecting on 
that in the last few days,” David Eg¬ 
gen said Tuesday. 

Last week, Edmonton Catholic 
School Board (ECSB) members met 
without the knowledge of their chair¬ 
woman and then sent a letter from Cal- 
gaiy bishop Fred Hemy, condemning 
a provincial guideline to develop poli¬ 
cies for LGBTQ students. 

“I’m very concerned because of 
course they are responsible for many 
tens of thousands of children and 
running one of the biggest boards in 
the province,” Eggen said. “We need 


to know the procedures for making 
decisions are clear.” 

Only two Alberta school boards have 
ever been dissolved by Alberta’s educa¬ 
tion minister, a communications staffer 
in Eggen’s office confirmed to Metro. 

Marilyn Bergstra, chairwoman of 
the Edmonton Catholic School Board, 
refused to comment on Eggen’s state¬ 
ment. 

“Right now, our board has begun 
the respectful, thorough process of 
going through the (Alberta school) 
guidelines,” she said Tuesday. 

On Monday, Bergstra told Metro she 
still believed the board is functional. 

“Because we disagreed, now people 
think we can’t work together. That’s 
a misconception.” 

Eggen is set to meet with ECSB fa¬ 
cilitator Donald Cummings in the next 
few days. Cummings was hired last 
fall after Edmonton Catholic’s public 
meetings on transgender policy dis¬ 
integrated into shouts, anger, insults 
and tears. 

The board is one of 61 across Al¬ 
berta that the government has given 
until March 31 to draft policies to 
make schools safe and welcoming to 
LGBTQ students.

Bradley Leeman, the city’s 
director of infrastructure and 
funding strategies, said the 
city has already budgeted out 
to 2019 and to match new 
dollars would be difficult.

With the economy ailing, 
several reports have indicated 
Ottawa would like to speed 
up that funding to help put 
people back to work. 

Mayor Don Iveson said Ed¬ 
monton welcomes the invest¬ 
ment and could have projects 
ready in 2017 but couldn’t 
rush anything into construc¬ 
tion this year. 

“To expect a lot of it to be 
in the ground in 2016 is a bit 
naive, quite frankly,” he said. 

He said talks he has had 
indicate the Liberals under¬ 
stand this, as well. 

“The federal government, 
so far, from my conversations, 
want the money moving quick- 


upgrades to the Yellowhead 
highway still require more 
than a year of engineering 
and design work. 

The design work he said 
could be in excess of $100 
million for both projects so 
they wouldn’t start before the 
funding was in place. 

He said smaller projects 
like rail separations at 50th 
Street and 75 Street would 
be easier to get going quick¬ 
ly, but also couldn’t happen 
overnight. 

“There is no such thing 
as a cookie-cutter project, 
but we have done bridges 
before.

Sponsoring 
Syrian families 
has logistical 
challenges

For one Syrian family, it’s all 
about the nines — nine people 
needed on eveiy trip they make 
and 99 volunteers signed up to 
help them settle into life in Can¬ 
ada. 

“Everywhere we go, we have 
to go with nine people,” said Al 
Thong, who’s volunteering and 


providing funds to the family of 
six through a sponsorship pro¬ 
gram led by St. Joseph’s College. 

“In addition to the six family 
members, we have to make sure 
there’s someone from the com¬ 
mittee, a driver and translator 
available to come along.” 

That’s just one of the logis¬ 
tical aspects of being a sponsor 
that many people may not real¬ 
ize, he says. 

“Eveiy step is a challenge, and 
little things are 10 times harder 
than they would be normally,” 
he said. 

One example Thong provided 
involves setting up utilities for 
the family. “You need ID and a 
credit check to set up things 
like that, but they don’t have 
passports or ID,” he says.

As a result, he has to work 
with each company to find an 
alternative solution. 

Thong, who is a financial ad¬ 
visor, has also been helping the 
family with their finances, which 
has also been an eye-opening 
experience. 

“In Syria, they were used to 
being paid in cash — even util¬ 
ity bills. So they’ve never even 


used an ATM card before and 
don’t know what a bank account 
is,” he said. 

“Even knowing what a loonie 
is — we take it for granted that 
we know these things.” 

Ultimately, despite the chal¬ 
lenges, Thong said it’s hugely re¬ 
warding to be helping the family. 

“The children smile every time 
you come over and it melts your 
heart, and the parents have told 
us that we are like close friends 
or family to them. That’s the 
highest compliment they can 
give us,” he said. 

That, and the motivation to 
give back, keeps him going. 
“When we immigrated to Can¬ 
ada, the biggest thing for me was 
everyone helped us. It’s upon us 
to help the new generation.”

Police use GPS 
to track stolen 
ambulance; 
patient found

A 21-year-old woman has been 
arrested and charged with dan¬ 
gerous driving in connection 
with an ambulance stolen from 
the Royal Alexandra Hospital 
on Tuesday morning and taken 
on a 40-minute ride to Duffield. 

Shortly after 6 a.m., a patient 
from the hospital allegedly 
hopped in the driver’s seat of 
an ambulance parked in the 
underground bay, crashed it 
through the garage doors and 
headed west. 

The bay is considered a se¬ 
cure area, so the vehicle had 
been left unlocked with the 
keys in the ignition, said Dale 


Weiss, executive director for 
emergency medical service’s 
north zone. 

“We’re reviewing the whole 
case, just to see from one end 
to the other, to see if there’s 
anything else we can do in 
the future to add security,” he 
said. “These incidents are very 
serious for us.” 

Police used the ambulance’s 
on-board GPS system to track 
it down. The RCMP were noti¬ 
fied and were able to stop the 
driver and arrest her without 
incident around 6:40 a.m. near 
Range Road 32 and Highway 16. 

No injuries were reported. 

A female suspect has been 
charged with dangerous driv¬ 
ing, theft over $5,000, failing 
to remain at the scene of a col¬ 
lision and driving an uninsured 
vehicle. She has been returned 
to the care of the hospital. 

This is the first time an 
ambulance has been stolen 
from a secure area, and Weiss 
said that procedures will be re¬ 
viewed to see if this could be 
prevented in the future.

Big step 
in bridge

Cars will be crossing Walterdale 
Bridge by this fall, but pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists must wait 
until 2017 before getting access 
they were promised. 

The city completed a major 
lift of two steel arches for the 
new bridge Tuesday. 

While the steel bridge com¬ 
ponents are here, pieces for the 
multi-purpose trail on the east 
side haven’t left the fabricator 
in South Korea, according to 
the city.

The head of Edmonton’s Men¬ 
nonite Centre for Newcom¬ 
ers says he’s seeing a shift in 
how Edmontonians see refugee 
resettlement — it’s changing 
from being an act of charity to 
one of nation building. 

“I think Syria is helping us 
acknowledge that we’re bring¬ 
ing in a lot of people who are 
going to be able to contribute 
socially and economically veiy 
quickly,” Erick Ambtman said. 

It’s one of the points he’s 
hoping to bring to the table 
as one of the panellists on the 
refugee round table set for the 
University of Alberta Wednes¬ 
day night. 

Held by the Kule Institute 
for Advanced Study, the event 
is bringing together many of 
the major players in refugee 


resettlement in the city — from 
government to academia to 
service groups — to talk about 
how the refugee crisis has been 
handled so far. 


The public is invited, and 
participants can submit ques¬ 
tions to the organizers in ad¬ 
vance via email. 

The discussion will be mod¬

tives, academics and service 
providers have all gathered 
the same room to talk about 
refugees.

Henderson frustrated by

‘There’s a new awareness about the economy’

When Mansour Molazem started 
the NATT petroleum engineering 
technology program two years 
ago, oil was almost $100 a barrel. 

Now three months from 
graduation, he’s preparing to 
enter a job market where oil is 
worth a quarter of that and new 
projects have ground to a halt. 

“We all know that the oil in- 


dustiy goes up and down,” he 
said. “We expect it, but not as 
much as this.” 

According to stats on NATT’s 
website, three years ago almost 
94 per cent of graduates landed 
jobs; by the end of 2014 that had 
dropped to 83 per cent. 

NATT held its annual job fair 
Tuesday, and according to Neil 
Fassina, provost and VP academ¬ 
ic, the event attracted fewer oil 
and gas companies than before. 

However, he said openings are 
still out there for new graduates. 


“There’s a new awareness 
about the economy, but job op¬ 
portunities remain,” Fassina said. 

He says students are being 
encouraged to think about how 
else they can apply their skills — 
power engineers are also needed 
to build office towers and pet¬ 
roleum specialists will still be 
needed overseas. 

As NATT has both apprentice 
and credit programs, Fassina said 
downturns always trigger a shift. 

Applications to more oil-de- 
pendant programs like petrol¬ 


eum and power engineering are 
down, but more people are now 
tiying to get into the alterna¬ 
tive energy programs. Currently 
among NAIT’s most sought-after 
programs are relatively stable 
streams like medical sonography. 

Despite the economic outlook, 
Molazem remain optimistic. 
He’s expanded his job hunt to 
petrochemical companies and 
refineries. 

“Fluctuation is normal,” he 
said. “No one can say when, but 
it will catch up.”

Alberta Health 
says front-line 
care won’t be 
affected

Alberta Health is looking at 
reshuffling expenditures to 
meet budget targets, but the 
provincial body overseeing 
health care won’t say how 
departments will be affected. 

This week, Finance Minister 
Joe Ceci said the government is 
looking for more “efficiencies” 
in a review of provincial agen¬ 
cies, boards and commissions. 

Alberta Health said the prov¬ 
ince spends more per-capita 


on health than any other 
province. 

“We need to slow that rate 
of growth, and we’re doing 
it carefully,” Alberta Health 
said in an emailed statement. 

“Alberta Health has been 
meeting with all health stake¬ 
holders, including AHS, on the 
challenge of meeting these 
(budget) targets. Our partners 
are clearly indicating that 
there are many ways to re¬ 
duce overlap and duplication, 
which will save health dol¬ 
lars and make services more 
efficient without impacting 
frontline care.” 

“We are spending health 
dollars in areas that matter 
most to Albertans, such as 
continuing care,” AHS said, 
“and will continue to focus on 
safety and quality of care in 
our communities, partnering 
for better outcomes.”

When the new LRT line cuts 
through Edmonton’s River 
Valley, it will recognize the 
people who first came to that 
river bend centuries ago. 

The new bridge that will 
span the North Saskatchewan 
River will be called the Ta¬ 
watina, which is the Cree 
or Nehiyaw word for valley. 
Meanwhile, a new pedestrian 
bridge over Connors Road 
will be named Kahasiniskalc, 
which translates as “Stony 
Creek,” reflecting the name 
indigenous people used for 
Mill Creek. 

Cory Sousa, a principal 
planner with the city who 
works on its naming commit¬ 
tee, said Edmonton is working 
to reflect indigenous culture. 

“We are pushing for it 


more,” he said. “We were 
very keen on honouring the 
aboriginal culture here.” 

Sousa notes several neigh¬ 
bourhoods in Edmonton’s 
south have indigenous names, 
including Decoteau, named 
after Alexander Decoteau, the 
country’s first indigenous po¬ 
lice officer and an Olympian. 

Sousa said now the city has 
named a neighbourhood after 
him, future roads and schools 


in the area will probably also 
share the name.

Confederacy of Treaty Six First 
Nations, said the names help 
people better understand the 
history of the area. 

“I think any time you’re 
educating the people, it’s 
great — the more education 
the better,” he said. 

Coun. Ben Henderson said 
the city still has a way to go 
but he’s glad to see progress. 

“There’s a lot of catch-up, 
but considering the signifi¬ 


cant history of this place that 
goes way back before Colum¬ 
bus arrived, it’s important,” 
he said. 

Henderson said the city can 
sometimes only think back as 
far as Fort Edmonton, but the 
city has existed as a place for 
a lot longer than that. 

“We have this rich history 
we just haven’t recognized 
it,” he said. 

“It’s time we did that.”

About 30 Grade 6 students per¬ 
formed an Arabic song at a cele¬ 
bration Tuesday marking the 
Edmonton Public School Board’s 
new partnership that improves 
learning about the Arab world. 

The board signed a memo¬ 
randum of understanding with 
Qatar Foundation International 
(QH), which promotes the teach¬ 
ing and learning of Arabic and 
Arab culture. 

QFI has been providing Ed¬ 
monton public schools with 
educational resources, and inter¬ 
national cultural and educa¬ 
tional exchange opportunities. 

“Our district recognizes the 
value of partnering with local 
and international organizations 
... to allow students to learn 
things they may not be able to 
without these relationships,” 
said Michael Janz, chairman of 
Edmonton Public School Board. 

Currently, five schools in the 
district offer Arabic language 
classes and programming. 
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Iranian-born Saeed Malekpour emigrated to Canada in 
2004 and was awaiting Canadian citizenship as a perma¬ 
nent resident.

POLITICAL PRISONERS 

Time may be ripe to lift Iran sanctions 


When the plane carrying Wash¬ 
ington Post reporter Jason Re- 
zaian and two other freed Amer¬ 
ican prisoners touched down in 
Germany on Saturday, a new 
page was turned in U.S.-Iran 
relations. 

The prisoners’ release, enabled 
by the diplomatic bond between 
U.S. Secretary of State John Kerry 
and Iranian Foreign Minister Ja- 
vad Zarif, also gives new hope to 
two Canadian permanent resi¬ 
dents behind bars in Iran. 


Saeed Malekpour, serving a 
life sentence, and Mostafa Azizi, 
an eight-year term, are also pol¬ 
itical prisoners. And relatives 
are awaiting word from the Tru¬ 
deau government that the chilly 
relationship between Canada 
and Iran that grew colder with 
the severing of diplomatic rela¬ 
tions in 2012 will thaw enough 
to allow a new rapport. 

Prime Minister Justin Trudeau 
welcomed the “quiet diplomacy” 
that led to the Iran nuclear deal. 


In his election campaign, 
Trudeau pledged to reopen the 
Tehran embassy that was shut¬ 
tered under the Harper gov¬ 
ernment. But Foreign Minister 
Stephane Dion said that while 
it “cannot be done overnight,” 
it would be done “properly in 
a timely manner.” 

A more rapid move could be 
the lifting of Canadian sanc¬ 
tions against Iran. A briefing 
note written for Trudeau and 
obtained by The Canadian Press 


says that Ottawa could lift them 
“as early as winter 2016 and as 
late as summer 2016.” 

Dion suggested the cabinet 
would make a decision quickly 
— a move that could give Can¬ 
adian companies the chance to 
bid for Iranian contracts that 
might be snapped up by the U.S. 

Whether warming relations 
would lead to the release of 
the Canadian prisoners is still 
in question.

tainty makes our 
vision unattainable,” they said in 
a note to subscribers. “To protect 
our supporters from any finan¬ 
cial or reputational risk, we have 
decided to end the movement.”

the countiy’s elite — corporate 
CEOs, heads of unions, big-name 
former politicians — cowed by 
the economic chill.

UN report 

Iraq witnessed a sharp increase 
in civilian deaths following the 
fall of large swaths of territoiy 
to the Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant (ISIL) in the 
summer of 2014. Now despite 
a string of recent battlefield 
losses for ISIL, civilians in Iraq 
continue to die at a “stagger¬ 
ing” rate, according to a new 
United Nations report. 

At least 18,802 civilians 
were killed and another 36,245 
were wounded in Iraq between 
the start of 2014 and Oct. 31 
of last year, according to the 
report released Tuesday. 

“Despite their steady losses 
to pro-government forces, the 
scourge of ISIL continues to 
kill, maim and displace Iraqi 


civilians in the thousands,” 
UN envoy Jan Kubis said in a 
statement. 


The numbers are nowhere 
near the death tolls record¬ 
ed during Iraq’s civil war. In 


2006 more than 34,000 civil¬ 
ians were killed, according 
to UN data. 

Civilian casualties since the 
rise of ISIL in Iraq are consider¬ 
ably higher than the preceding 
years of relative stability. In 
2011, the number of civilian 
deaths due to violence was at 
its lowest since the civil war, 
with fewer than 2,800 killed. 

UN human rights chief Zeid 
Raad al-Hussein said the civil¬ 
ian death toll may be even 
higher. 

“Even the obscene casual¬ 
ty figures fail to accurately 
reflect exactly how terribly 
civilians are suffering in Iraq,” 
he said. 

The UN report also docu¬ 
mented human rights abus¬ 
es, such as ISIL’s conscription 
of 3,500 people into slavery. 
Many of those are women and 
children from the Yazidi re¬ 
ligious minority who were 
taken hostage and forced into 
sexual slavery in 2014. 
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Shouting slogans and holding 
placards on Tuesday, hundreds 
of students angrily protested 
the death of an Indian student 
who, along with four others, was 
barred from using some facilities 
at his university in the southern 
tech-hub of Hyderabad. 

The protesters accused Hydera¬ 
bad University’s vice-chancellor 
and a federal minister of unfairly 
demanding punishment for the 
five lower-caste students after 
they clashed last year with a 
group of students supporting the 
Hindu nationalist party. 

Police are investigating wheth¬ 


er actions by the officials contrib¬ 
uted to the 26-year-old doctoral 
student’s death, which they say 
was a suicide. He had been a 
member of a group representing 
Dalits, the lowest caste in India’s 
Hindu caste hierarchy. 

Rohith Vemula’s body was 
found hanging in a hostel room, 
weeks after university authorities 
barred the five students from 
staying in the students’ hostel 
or using the libraiy or other fa¬ 
cilities. The five had been living 
in a tent outside the gate of the 
university since their suspension 
on Dec. 21. the associated press

Astronaut nurses zinnia to bloom

Kelly showed off his garden¬ 
ing results — a thriving zinnia 
with a beautiful orange-yellow 
bloom — over the weekend. He 
posted photos of the flower on 
his Twitter account. 

“Yes, there are other life 
forms in space!” Kelly said in 
a tweet. 

Last month, Kelly had to 
fight off mould that threat¬ 
ened to kill all the flowers in 
the space station’s mini-green- 
house. Mission Control gave 
him free rein, and he managed 
to save some of the crop. This 
type of autonomous gardening 
will be necessary during Mars 
expeditions, Kelly noted. 

In a nod to last year’s block¬ 
buster movie The Martian, Kel¬ 


ly said, “I’m going to have to 
channel my inner Mark Wat- 
ney.” Watney is the fictitious 
astronaut-botanist who ends 
up stranded alone on Mars 
and grows potatoes in order 
to survive. 

The space station’s plant¬ 
growing experiment previously 


saw a bumper crop of red ro- 
maine lettuce last summer. 
The space station crew got to 
sample a few leaves.

ISIL confirms death ofJihadi John’ 


The Islamic State of Iraq 
and the Levant (ISIL) has ac¬ 
knowledged the death of the 
masked militant known as 
“Jihadi John,” who appeared 
in several videos depicting 
the beheadings of Western 
hostages, the SITE Intelli¬ 
gence Group reported Tues¬ 
day. 


SITE, which monitors ter¬ 
rorist activity, reported that 
ISIL published a “eulogizing 
profile” of Jihadi John in its 
English-language magazine 
Dabiq on Tuesday. 

Jihadi John had been iden¬ 
tified by the U.S. military as 
Mohammed Emwazi, a Ku¬ 
waiti-born British citizen. 


Army Col. Steve Warren, a 
U.S. military spokesman, said 
in November that the Army 
was “reasonably certain” that 
a drone strike in Syria had 
killed Emwazi, who spoke 
in beheading videos with a 
British accent as he wielded 
a knife.

Migration 
strategy lacks 
organization: 
EU council 

The European Union’s top of¬ 
ficial warned Tuesday the bloc 
has just two months to get its 
migration strategy in order amid 
criticism that its current poli¬ 
cies are putting thousands of 
people in danger and creating 
more business for smugglers. 

“We have no more than two 
months to get things under 
control,” European Council 
President Donald Tusk told EU 
lawmakers, warning that a sum¬ 
mit of EU leaders in Brussels on 
March 17-18 “will be the last 
moment to see if our strategy 
works.”

Del Castillo arranged Penn’s 
Oct. 2 interview with Guzman, 
which was published by Rolling 
Stone magazine on Jan. 9, a day 
after Guzman was recaptured. 

Gomez said officials want to 
question del Castillo, possibly 
at a Mexican consulate in the 
United States, where she lives. 

“We have an investigation in 
the tequila case,” Gomez said, 
adding that information leads 
officials to believe the leader 


of the Sinaloa drug cartel gave 
funds to that business. 

Gomez said Penn was not 
under investigation for any 
crime. 

Del Castillo hasn’t replied 
to requests for comment. On 
Twitter, she said last week that 
many people are making up 
“items they think will make 
good stories.” 

Authorities say the meet¬ 
ing between Penn, del Castillo 
and Guzman helped them lo¬ 
cate the drug lord, though he 


managed to escape capture at 
that time. Three months later, 
Mexican marines raided a safe 
house in the city of Los Mochis 
and Guzman was arrested after 
fleeing through a storm sewer. 

Guzman is being held in the 
same maximum security pris¬ 
on he escaped from through a 
1.5-lcilometre tunnel in July. 

Gomez said authorities are 
also investigating del Castillo’s 
spending for the trip to meet 
Guzman.

Postmedia cuts 90 jobs

Postmedia Network Canada 
Corp., Canada’s largest news¬ 
paper chain, has begun mak¬ 
ing dramatic cuts at its media 
properties — including mer¬ 
ging newsroom operations in 
cities where it has two papers. 

In a memo, Paul Godfrey, 
president and CEO, said the 
company was eliminating 90 
jobs across the chain as part 
of efforts to cut $80 million 
in costs by next year. 

However, Godfrey made it 
clear that it would continue 
to operate the two papers in 
Ottawa, Calgary, Edmonton 
and Vancouver, though there 
will be only one newsroom. 

“Let me be clear on one veiy 
important point — we will 
continue to operate separate 
brands in each of these mar¬ 
kets. What is changing is how 
we produce these products,”

Broadcaster buys stake in The Onion 


The Spanish-language broadcast¬ 
er Univision is buying a stake 
in the owner of satirical web¬ 
site The Onion, in what may 
be considered a serious grab 
for younger viewers. 

“I’m happy to announce that 
we’ve just finished a deal with 
what might at first seem like 
an unusual partner: Univision,” 
wrote Onion Inc. CEO Mike McA- 


voy in a memo to employees. 
He said Univision has acquired 
“a good chunk” of Onion Inc. 
and may acquire the remainder 
down the line. 

Once solely comedic enter¬ 
prises have earned younger 
audiences who rely on them as a 
news source. The Pew Research 
Center found that 12 per cent of 
Americans cited The Daily Show 


on Comedy Central as the place 
where they got their news, with 
that number skewing heavily 
toward younger viewers. 

While The Onion veers well 
outside of news boundaries, its 
preposterous articles regularly 
involve politics, health care and 
science. Univision says it sees 
comedy as crucial in covering 
news for young people, particu¬ 


larly with the upcoming U.S. 
presidential election. 

There is a scramble by TV net¬ 
works for younger viewers and 
their spending dollars. Disney, 
the owner of ABC, Disney and 
ESPN, has invested in digital 
video network Vice; Comcast’s 
NBCUniversal has put money 
into BuzzFeed and Vox.

Top 6 execs get 
sunny bonuses 

In the midst of its cuts, 
Postmedia is paying nearly 
a million dollars in bonuses 
to executives for their hand 
in the deal to buy the Sun 
newspapers. 

A total of $925,000 in 
discretionary bonuses 
was paid out to its top six 
executives in the 2015 
fiscal year ended in August, 
according to company 
documents filed Wednesday. 

CEO Paul Godfrey, whose 
base salary was unchanged 
at $950,000, received 
$400,000 in the payout. He 
was also the only executive 
to receive a bonus under 
the short-term incentive 
plan. The short-term bonus 
amounted to $118,750, even 
though the company fell 
short of its operating profit 
target used to calculate that 
bonus structure. 

Godfrey’s total 
compensation was $1.76 
million, up from $1.42 
million the previous year. 

Ousted chief operating 
officer Wayne Parrish 
received a $150,000 
bonus related to the 
Sun acquisition, plus 
a $1-million severance 
package after his 
termination in July — twice 
his $475,000 base salary.

To all my 
cat-owning friends who’ve 
so kindly provided me with 
pills over the years, please 
accept my sincere apologies! 

The point is guests who 
come for dinner, be they al¬ 
lergic, non-allergic, invited 
or uninvited, should come 
with the attitude that they’re 
lucky to be there at all.

Dear media execs, 
when times get tough, 
the tough take pay cuts 



If he has a heart, which some 
journalists doubt, Paul God¬ 
frey might now be regretting 
those diamond-studded Sun 
newspaper cufflinks. 

Turns out, they're not such 
a good look for a job-slash¬ 
ing newspaper CEO. 

Yesterday Postmedia 
announced it's cutting 
90 jobs and dramatically 
changing the local news 
scene in four cities by 
merging the newsrooms 
of its Sun-tabloid and 
broadsheet papers in 
Vancouver, Edmonton, 
Calgary and Ottawa. 

As Canadian journalists 
flocked to Twitter to decry 
the news, Godfrey's name 
topped the trending charts, 
and photos of his executive 
bling flooded newsfeeds. 

To be clear: Newspapers 
everywhere are in crisis. 
Print-ad revenue continues 
to dive, and online ads can't 
come close to filling the gap. 

But the crisis has yet to 
hit the salaries of Canadian 
media executives. 

Journalists, ad reps and 
admin staff are the ones 
bearing the brunt of the 
industry's beating. Yet the 
C-suite is still downright 
lucrative. And the incongru¬ 
ence is galling. 

In a memo to staff, God¬ 
frey used pat euphemisms 
such as "ongoing pressures" 
and described the cuts as a 
"transformation." Postmedia's 
plan to cut $80 million by 
the end of 2017 "requires 
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looking at everything in a 
new way," he noted. "Noth¬ 
ing is off the table." 

Except, presumably, cut¬ 
ting his own salary. 

Postmedia posted a net 
loss of $4.2 million late last 
year. At the same time, God¬ 
frey enjoyed a pay raise. 

He earned $1.76 million in 
2015, up from $1.42 million 
the year before. He and his 
executive-suite colleagues 
were handsomely rewarded 
to the tune of $925,000 for 
having overseen the acquisi¬ 
tion of the Sun chain earlier 
this year — a deal that made 
yesterday's "transformation" 
possible. 

Of course, Postmedia isn't 
the only company with well- 
paid executives and strug¬ 
gling newspapers. Quebecor 
paid its CEO nearly $15 mil¬ 
lion in 2014, the year after 
it slashed more than 1,000 
Sun Media jobs. According 
to Bloomberg, the total cal¬ 
culated compensation of the 
CEO of Torstar, which owns 
this newspaper, the Toronto 
Star and Metroland papers, 
was about $3 million in 2014. 

(The Globe and Mail is 
privately held, and isn't re¬ 
quired to divulge executive 
pay.) 

Every North American 
paper is suffering, and 
obviously it's not because 
every CEO is bad at her job. 

But the least executives 
can do is show times really 
are rough, and take a pay 
cut.

An apeeling tuna melt 


Umami is the super-savoiy fifth basic 
taste. Both ubiquitous and elusive, 
present but often unrecognized, it has 
the extraordinaiy ability to enhance 
individual flavors, transporting dishes 
to another level. A Japanese word that 
translates as “savoiy deliciousness,” 
umami is a universal concept that 
can be experienced by anyone with 
a tongue. 

Tuna Melt with Banana 

Sound nuts? Well you’d be nuts not 
to tiy this... 


Ingredients 

• 2/3 cup plus 1 tablespoon canned tuna 

• 2 tablespoons mayonnaise 

• 1 packed cup plus 1 tablespoon 
grated/shredded mature/sharp Ched¬ 
dar cheese 

• 2 teaspoons Taste #5 Umami Bomb/ 
Paste Original Recipe [available on 
Amazon] 

• freshly squeezed juice of 1/2 lemon 

• 2 tablespoons coriander/cilantro, 
finely chopped 

• freshly ground black pepper 

• 2 thick slices sourdough bread 

• butter 

• 1 small red onion, cut in 
half and finely sliced 


• 1 banana, sliced diagonally 

Directions 

1. Preheat the grill/broiler to the high¬ 
est setting. 

2. In a medium bowl, mix together the 
tuna, mayonnaise, most of the Cheddar 
cheese (leaving some to sprinkle on 
top), Umami Bomb/Paste, lemon juice 
and coriander/cilantro and season with 
plenty of freshly ground black pepper. 

3. Place a large ftying pan/skillet over a 
medium high heat. Butter one side of 
each slice of bread and place the bread, 
buttered-side down, in the pan/skillet. 
Top with slices of onion and banana. 

4. Cook until the bottom of the bread 
is well toasted. Transfer slices of bread, 
toasted-side down, to a baking sheet 
and top with the tuna mixture and a 
sprinkling of extra Cheddar.

The Canadian Screen Awards will 
have some Oscar-style glamour 
this year. 

Room, the chilling stoiy of a 
young mother and five-year-old 
young son held in captivity by 
her kidnapper, leads the CSA 
pack with 11 nominations, in¬ 
cluding nods for Best Motion 
Picture, Best Director (Lenny 
Abrahamson) Best Actress for 
Brie Larson, Best Actor for Can¬ 
adian Jacob Tremblay and Best 
Supporting Actress for Joan Allen. 
The Irish-Canadian production, 
winner of the 2015 TIFF People’s 
Choice Award, has four Oscar 
nominations. 

Triple Oscar nominee Brook¬ 
lyn, also an Irish-Canadian co¬ 
production, is up for three CSAs, 
including Best Motion Picture, 
although star Saoirse Ronan was 
overlooked. 

It’s too early to say which stars 
will be seen on the red carpet 
or at the CSA gala, hosted by 


comedian Norm Macdonald at 
the Sony Centre and telecast on 
CBC on March 13. 

Past CSA host Martin Short 
will receive a lifetime achieve¬ 
ment award at the awards even¬ 
ing. 

Martin Katz, chair of the Acad¬ 
emy of Canadian Cinema & Tele¬ 
vision, pointed out there were 
21 Oscar nominations for Can¬ 
adians this year, helping make 
it a “record-breaking year” for 
homegrown film. 

For the first time there are 10 
Best Motion Picture nominees, 
including Corbo, The Demons 
(Les Demons), Felix and Meira, 
The Forbidden Room, My Intern¬ 
ship in Canada, Our Loved Ones 
(Les etres chers), Remember and 
Sleeping Giant, as well as Room 
and Brooklyn. 

On the TV side, comedy 
Schitt’s Creek led with 14 nom¬ 
inations (plus one Digital Media 
nomination). Father-son team 
Eugene Levy and Dan Levy are 
both up for Best Performance 
by an Actor in a comedic role, 
with Annie Murphy and Cather¬ 
ine O’Hara both nominated for 
Best Performance by an Actress 
in a Comedy.

Police 
drama 19-2 and comedy Mr. D 
had 12 nominations, with 11 
nods for series The Book of Ne¬ 
groes (plus one Digital Media 
nomination). 

Paul Gross-directed Afghan 


war drama Hyena Road earned 
eight nominations on the film 
side, with seven for Our Loved 
Ones (Les etres chers) and five 
each for Endorphine, Felix and 
Meira (Felix et Meira) and For¬ 
saken.

ACADEMY AWARDS 

Oscars boss 
promises 
review of its 
membership 

Amid calls for a boycott of the 
Academy Awards over its all- 
white acting nominees, the acad¬ 
emy’s president said it was time 
for major changes, even as Brit¬ 
ish actor Idris Elba called for an 
overhaul in diversity policies. 

Academy of Motion Pictures 
Arts and Sciences President 
Cheryl Boone Isaacs issued a 
statement promising more di¬ 
versity, and quickly, after both 
Spike Lee and Jada Pinkett-Smith 
spoke out on Monday 

In London, Elba told an audi¬ 
ence at Parliament that a lack of 
diversity in films and television 
is not just an American problem. 

Elba, the London-born star 
of The Wire and Mandela: Long 
Walk to Freedom said Britain was 
successful, diverse and multicul¬ 
tural —but “you wouldn’t know 
it if you turned on the TV.” 

In a speech Monday, Elba said 
British broadcasting needed to 
overhaul the way it worked, 
asking questions such as: “Are 
black people normally playing 
petty criminals? Are women al¬ 
ways the love interest or talk¬ 
ing about men? Are gay people 
always stereotyped? Are disabled 
people ever seen at all?” 

Critics have praised Elba’s 
performance turn as an African 
warlord in Beasts of No Nation, 
but he did not receive an Oscar 
nomination 


Hollywood’s Academy of Mo¬ 
tion Pictures Arts and Sciences is 
facing boycott calls and promis¬ 
ing change after nominating an 
all-white roster of performers for 
the Oscars for the second year 
running. Last year’s all-white act¬ 
ing nominees also drew calls for 
a boycott, though not from such 
prominent individuals. 

Isaacs has made a point of pre¬ 
senting a more inclusive show 
this year. The Feb. 28 broadcast 


will be hosted by Chris Rock and 
produced by Django Unchained 
producer Reginald Hudlin and 
David Hill. 

The academy didn’t respond 
to messages left Monday. 

When Oscar nominations 
were announced Thursday, 
Isaacs acknowledged she was 
“disappointed” that all 20 act¬ 
ing nominees were again white 
and promised to “continue the 
conversation” on diversity. Isaacs 


has worked to diversify member¬ 
ship for the academy, which a 
2012 study by the Los Angeles 
Times found is overwhelming 
white and male. 

But on Monday, Isaacs was 
more explicit and promised an 
examination of the academy and 
a more intense drive to diversify. 

“This is a difficult but im¬ 
portant conversation, and it’s 
time for big changes,” she said 
in a statement released Mon¬ 
day night. “The Academy is tak¬ 
ing dramatic steps to alter the 
makeup of our membership. 
In the coming days and weeks 
we will conduct a review of our 
membership recruitment in or¬ 
der to bring about much-needed 
diversity in our 2016 class and 
beyond.” the associated press

But while the Canyon’s avail¬ 
able 3.6-litre V6 engine makes

of torque, 
the low-end 
power that’s 
important on 
trucks, this 
little diesel 
churns out 
369 lb.-ft. 

It gives 
this midsize 
a maximum 
towing capacity of up to 7,600 
lbs. (3,447 kg), an extra 600 
lbs. over the V6’s top ability. 

Given its more manage¬ 
able footprint over the full- 
size GMC Sierra, the Canyon 
could be a good choice for 
tradespeople who need to 
haul loads into the city core, 
or easier parking for those 
who regularly tow boats or 
campers. 

The diesel’s better fuel econ¬ 
omy is also a bonus, but you’ll 


need to drive it a lot before 
you begin to see the savings. 

The engine is a $4,390 op¬ 
tion, and only available on the 
two highest SLE and SLT trims 
levels. It comes in 4x2 or 4x4 
configuration, but can only 
be added to Crew Cab models, 
not to Extended Cab. 

It’s a great engine to drive, 
especially in combination with 
the Canyon’s well-weighted 
steering and smooth handling, 
and while its diesel rumble is 
noticeable, I like its sound. 

It’s hooked exclusively to 
a six-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission and includes an in¬ 
tegrated exhaust brake that 
helps to slow the truck down 
on deceleration, a great feature 
when you’re towing. 

The Canyon’s interior 
looks like a scaled-down ver¬ 
sion of the full- 
size GMC, with 
easy-to-use con¬ 
trols, comfort¬ 
able front seats, 
and rear seats 
that flip up for 
access to covered 
storage cubbies 
below. 

You can kit it 
out with a num¬ 
ber of higher-end options, in¬ 
cluding navigation, forward 
collision alert, and heated 
leather seats. 

Although I’ve listed com¬ 
petitors, all of them are gas¬ 
oline-only. 

For now, GM’s twins are 
the only midsize trucks avail¬ 
able with diesel. It’s not an 
engine for everyone, but for 
those who work their trucks 
hard, it could potentially be 
the perfect choice.

TOKYO MOTOR SHOW 

Mini races out new convertible that kicks it up a notch 


Just three months after the stan¬ 
dard convertible’s unveiling at 
the Tokyo Motor Show, the hot 
John Cooper Works edition is 
already racing on to the scene. 

Announced on Friday, the 
new car keeps everything that 
is good about the latest cabrio¬ 
let — a roomier, higher quality 
cabin, a sturdier chassis and a 
more focused driving experi¬ 
ence — and turns the dial up 
noticeably. 

But that doesn’t mean that 
Mini has tightened a few bolts 
or tweaked the standard car’s 
existing powerplant. The John 


Cooper Works edition gets its 
own special TwinPower turbo 
two-litre four-cylinder unit. This 
offers 231bhp — that’s 39hp 
more than any other current 
soft-top Mini can offer and 20hp 
more than the last generation 
John Cooper Works model could 
serve up. That extra power is 
channelled to the front wheels 
and, if it’s via the optional Step- 
tronic transmission, will deliver 
a 0-100km/h time of 6.5 seconds. 
With the standard manual trans¬ 
mission the car’s 0.1 seconds 
slower to that mark but can hit 
a 242km/h top speed. 


But Minis in general, and 
John Cooper models in par¬ 
ticular, are about the all-round 
driving sensation. So to ensure 
this car feels as planted and as 
responsive as a go-kart it’s got 
Brembo brakes as standard plus 
speed-sensitive steering support 
to firm up or loosen the wheel 
depending on whether you’re 
negotiating a parking space or 
a hairpin bend. 

There is also an electronic dif¬ 
ferential lock and dynamic trac¬ 
tion control as standard while 
a similarly dynamic damper 
control system is also available 


as an option. 

The car also looks like it 
means business, even at a stand¬ 
still. It sits on 17-inch alloys, 
boasts the twin John Cooper 
racing stripes (as an option) and 
is available in a unique Rebel 
Green paint finish. The front 
grille has wider, more menacing 
air intakes and the side sills are 
more pronounced as is the rear 
apron and taillight design. 

Inside, it’s a similar story. 
Standard seats have been re¬ 
placed by John Cooper sports 
seats, there’s leather trim, and 
stainless steel pedals, afp

Achieving 
gains more 
challenging 
for industry 

Beneath the hoods of the cars 
showing in Detroit this week 
lie engines that are as power¬ 
ful as ever, but are smaller and, 
helped by direct injection, guz¬ 
zle less gas. 

Automakers have subbed out 
stainless steel for aluminum 
and other lighter-weight ma¬ 
terials, and added more gears 
to let engines run in “sweet 
spot” mode more often, so that 
their cars and trucks can save 
money on fuel and emit less 
climate-harming pollutants. 
But with gasoline prices now 
nearly half of what they were 
just two years ago, the question 
is, do consumers care? 

Under pressure from govern¬ 
ment regulation, fuel economy 
in U.S. cars has risen 26 per 
cent since 2004. Yet there are 
signs of flagging progress. Data 
from the University of Mich¬ 
igan Transportation Research 
Institute suggest fuel economy 


fell in 2015, with a significant 
drop in the last months of the 
year. With gasoline prices so 
low, customers appear less pres¬ 
sured to buy more fuel-efficient 
cars, not to mention electrics 
and hybrids. 

“You hear a lot of noise about 
demand for hybrids not being 


so big,” Honda executive vice 
president John Mendel said at a 
launch Monday of its Ridgeline 
pickup truck. “When (gasoline) 
was four or five bucks a gallon, 
everybody was clamoring for 
anything— a hybrid,... some¬ 
thing to take the sting out.” 

Government pressure since 


the late 2000s to improve fuel 
consumption has spurred the 
gains. Compliance is deter¬ 
mined on gains of individual 
models and also whether the 
average efficiency of an auto¬ 
maker’s overall fleet is improv¬ 
ing enough. Trucks and SUVs, 
for example, are not expected

to get the same mileage as 
sedans and subcompacts, only 
to improve their mileage each 
year. But with trucks and SUVS 
now dominating sales, auto¬ 
makers have to keep improv¬ 
ing the performance of those 
vehicles. 

Achieving gains has become 
more difficult now that the 
easiest changes — the “low- 
hanging fruit” — have been im¬ 
plemented, said Wade Newton 
of the Alliance of Automobile 
Manufacturers. 

Others say there is still lots 
of potential. 

“There’s lots of room to get 
efficiency from these engines 
before we get rid of the inter¬ 
nal-combustion engine,” said 
General Motors executive vice 
president Mark Reuss. afp

Volvo XC90 wins 
safest car award 


Euro NCAP has named the 
Volvo’s large XC90 off-roader 
the best performing vehicle 
of 2015 to undergo its raft of 
safety tests. 

The crossover luxury SUV 
has become well known for 
its glut of safety mechanisms. 

Its overall design and con¬ 
struction have resulted in a 97 
per cent rating for adult occu¬ 
pants and a 100 per cent rating 
for its safety assist features. 

Typically, crash test vehicles 
are driven into non-deformable 
or semi-deformable blocks at 
pre-defined speeds in order to 
determine the levels of safety 
offered to drivers and passen¬ 
gers; test assessments do not 


typically evaluate the impact 
of a crash on other road users. 

As well as winning the over¬ 
all performance award, the 
XC90 also scooped the Large 
Off-Road category. 

Other category winners in¬ 
cluded the Mercedes-Benz GLC 
(Small Off-Road), the Jaguar 
XE (Large Family), Infiniti Q30 
(Small Family), Honda Jazz 
(Supermini), VW Touran (Small 
MPV), and Ford Galaxy / S-MAX 
(Large MPV.) 

None of the tested roadsters 
achieved a five-star rating, leav¬ 
ing the Mazda MX-5 to collect 
best in class thanks to a four- 
star grade.

Yurkiw wants to make it 
three in a row Saturday in Cor¬ 
tina, Italy, where she won sil¬ 
ver a year ago for her first ca¬ 
reer podium finish. 

“I like a little bit of pres¬ 
sure that I can feel is 


in Cortina,” Yurkiw said. “It’s 
magical to be on the podium. 
A lot has to go right.” 

Yurkiw manages her own 
career and pays for her ski 
racing outside of the umbrella 
of Alpine Canada. 

When she was cut from the 
women’s ski team prior to the 
2013-14 season, Yurkiw found 
sponsors, 
hired a coach 
and achieved 
the qualify¬ 
ing results she 
needed to race 
for Canada at 
the 2014 So¬ 
chi Olympics. 

Yurldw has 
since been in¬ 
vited to rejoin 
the national team. She’s 
chosen to remain in¬ 
dependent because 
she’s had 


the best results of her career 
operating as Team Larisa.

“It has changed the remain¬ 
der of the season,” Yurkiw said. 
“I wasn’t panicking, but I need¬ 
ed the math to work.

“The sooner I could put that 
out of my mind, the better.” 

Yurkiw mitigates the loneli¬ 
ness of operating as a team of 
one by travelling and training 
with the Swedes, Norwegians 
and Germans. Sweden’s Kaisa 
Kling is her roommate on the 
road. 

“I have good friends around 
me for teammates, I have a 
great coach that has no ego 
and treats me like a human 
no matter what the result,” 
Yurkiw said. 

“That goes a long way for

Austin has led the Hamilton 
Tiger-Cats to three East Division 
final games, two conference 
titles and a pair of Grey Cup 
appearances. But Young, the 
franchise owner, is expecting 
Austin to emphatically end the 
team’s 17-year championship 
drought this season. 

As incentive, the team signed 
Austin to an extension Tues¬ 
day to remain the team’s head 
coach, general manager and 
vice-president of football oper¬ 
ations through the 2019 season. 

“(Austin) is excited to be able 
to bring the Grey Cup here a 
couple of times over the next 
couple of years,” a beaming 
Young told reporters at Tim 
Hortons Field.

Under Austin, Hamilton 
has posted a 29-25 record and 
reached the playoffs three 
straight years, including 2013

Field was being built. 

Austin did a stellar job last 
year after Hamilton lost starting 
quarterback Zach Collaros to a 
season-ending knee injuiy. The 
Ticats were 8-3 under Collaros, 
who at the time led the CFL in 
passing yards (3,376), touch¬ 
downs (25) and passer rating 
(113.7) with an impressive 70.2 
completion percentage.
